It tukes three years for the wire 
worms to come to the chrysalus stage and the worm is a hearty | 
eater in each of the three years. The wire worm is the most 
destructive pest we have and is the hardest to eradicate. He | 
has a stomach upon which strychnine plays not the slightest | 
havoc. Nor does strychnine in any way affect the beetles. The | 
regulation cutworm cannot stand such ‘rough treatment. It} 
looks as if gopher poison was responsible for a good deal of the | 
grub and insect pests. Bird life succumbs to poisoned grain 
more readily than the gophers and in consequence the country | 
is practically without the protection it requires from its feath-| 
ered friends. We still believe the poison gas as used in the late 
war, if judiciously applied, would be the best solution of the | 
gopher problem. The very nature of its action would be a} 
safeguard to the birds. The birds consume large numbers of | 
the beetles, moths and grubs. Its just a case of assisting nature 
to take care of her own.

Government 
Report on Crop 
Conditions 


The crop situation over the past fo rt 
nightly period is marked by two out- 
standing features—favorable moisture 
conditions throughout the province and 
rapid progress towards the completion 
of seeding, Lightshowers have kept 
the under supply of moisture moving 
up to the roots of the crop but not 
heavy enough to check seeding. Horse 
and machine power are proving about 
adequate to needs. Good labour is 
rather scarce. The reductionin total 
crop area is almost negligible subject 
to possible reduction in ripe grain and 
larger supply of green feed on account 
of lateness of season. Wheat acreage 
is reduced ten per cent for the province 
oat and barley acreage increased in 
Southern Alberta but not much increase 
in centre and north. 

Regular wheat seeding completed a 
week ago except for small belated 
areas. Oats and barley sixty per cent 
completed in Southern Alberta but only 
thirty per cent in Peace River country. 


Progress of crop not yet rapid on ac- | 


count of cool weather but wheat is 
nearly all through and well rooted. Rye 


is excellent. The general lateness of | 
the season and high winds over asmall! 
area are the only limiting conditions to | 


good results. Some soil blowing has 
occured at certain points in the south 
but prospects have improved since last 
report and on the whole excellent. 

Grass on the prairie is the best in 
years. Stock losses are over. Loose 
horse stock already considerably im- 
proved and cattle stock beginning to 
fill. Sheep are doing well but the lamb 
crop is not heavy. Pig stock is in the 
worst situation of any. Over sixty per 
cent of sows that should litter this 
spring were sent tothe packing plants 
last fall. The pork output this year 
promises to be light.
